A FAI Al INJURY. 


Frightful Ac cident Happened to an Illi­ 


no is Central Engineer. 


The Freep ort Journal of last even­ 
ing says:—Frame Bender, a well k now 
Illinois Central engineer on the Iowa 
division, met with a fatal accident yes­ 
terday mof ning in the comp any's yards 
at Fort Dodge. 
Wrn. 
Riedeli, con­ 
ductor of the train which Bonder was 
pulling at the time of the accident, 
gives the following account of it: 
" W e weie getting ready to come out 
of Fort Dodge with a .-pecial m eat 
train and Mr. Bender was on 
his en‘ 
gino pa-slng through the yards 
in or­ 
der to get at the head of the train and 
couple 00. 
A a he passed a switch tne 
engine struck the 
empty stock car 
which had not teen run into clear. 
T he collision tore a great sliver from 
the wood work of the car, fully 2x2 
inches in size and twelve feet long 
This sharp and jagged piece of wocd 
» true a the unfortunate man in the left 
side .-ust above the heart, and 
was 
forced clear through hie body so tha t 
fully three feet of it stuck out from his 
back beneath his shoulder blade. 
He 
had his hand on the throttle of his en­ 
gine when the impact came, and the 
force of the great sp ear-lik e ^ piece of 
wocd tearing through his body tore 
the throttle from him, and opened the 
engine wlde-ao tha t it started on a wild 
runaway through the yarde. In a short 
time, almost before^ anyone had re a l­ 
ized what hau* hap pened, the engine 
had attained ;.a speed of 35 miles an 
hour and in its mad rush was tossiog 
the cars« from the track s lik e a cyclone 
playing havoc with them. 
At last it 
left the * track and was found about 
three feet from the rails turned over 
on its side, completely ruined. 
In its 
mad rush one caboose and nine coal 
cars had been toised from the rails and 
were piled up in a conglomerated mass 
through the yards. Bender was pick ed 
up and tarfen to the waiting room of 
the depot and doctors were summoned 
to care for him. 
At ¿bout 
8:30, when I 
left Port Dodge, the doctors had not 
decided upon a method of procedure 
and he was lying with the long piece of 
woou » till p iereirg his body and suffer­ 
ing excruciating p ain.’’
